Claims 1-8 and 10-23 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
method and a system for identifying a presence of first fluid having a first transverse 
nuclear magnetic spin relaxation time T2 in a mixture of fluids in an earth formation with 
a second fluid having a second transverse nuclear magnetic spin relaxation time T'2 
greater than said first transverse relaxation time, including a processor for determining a 
value of weight time (TW) for which a resulting signal from the second fluid is 
substantially zero, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
